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INTRODUCTION. 


JW. WAVING obſerved the Difference be- 
TE | tween the Method followed by Pro- 


_ feftant Divines, and that which the 
Gentlemen of the Church of Rome 


take, in their unwearied Endeavours for gain- 


ing Proſelytes, I have ſeveral times taken no- 
tice, that, inſtead of handling particular Con- 


troverſies, they, for the moſt part, wholly de- 


cline them, and take another Courſe ; wherein 
what their Deſign is will eaſily be apprehended, 


if we conſider, that their Experience tells them, 
that Prejudice is the main Prop of their Church, 
which renders their People deaf to whatever is 


objected to their Doctrines; and they know 


very well how far that goes to make them be- 


lieve whatever is impoſed on them. It is an 


uſual Thing to hear the Common-people juſtify 
themſelves, in Matters of Practice, by the Ex- 
amples of thoſe they have an Eſteem for; and, 


if they can find any thing they are blamed for, 


countenanced of practiſed by a Perſon they look 
upon as a pious or wiſe Man, it is their com- 


mon

mon Argument, Such a Man, who is much bet- 
ter and wiſer than I, is of this Opinion, or acts 
as I do, and why may not If? 1 am ſure he 
would not do it if it, were not lawful : Which 
Obſervation thoſe Maſters of Crafts, who ma- 
nage even the eternal Affairs of Souls by the Wiles 
of Policy and Cunning, make ſuch uſe of, as ; 
to bend all their Endeavours to create in the \ 1 f 
People a good Opinion of them, and then they  _ 
know their Work is as good as done. And 
not only my own Obſervation aſſures me, that 
this is their Deſign, but J offer this Evidence 
of it. Among all the Romiſb Converts you ſhall 
ſcarce find one, who is able to give you any | 
particular Reaſon for his Change, but only this, 1 
that he cannot think ſo holy a Church would . 
deceive him; and he is convinced, that it is 
his Duty in all Things to ſubmit to her, with- 
out examining her Doctrines; which is a clear 
Proof, that their main Endeavour is to infinuate 
. themſelves into the good Opinion of thoſe they 
would pervert ; and, having ſufficiently poſſeſſed 10 
them with ſuch favourable Thoughts, they eafily » 
prevail upon them to give themſelves up to be ) 
conducted by them; ſo that Prejudice and Af- 1 
fection make more Papiſis, than Evidence of ,. 
S :.--:-. . 5 
Thus, by inſiſting upon Generals to poſſeſs 
the Affections, rather than inform the Judgments 
of Men, they go uncontrolled; our Divines 
going tho fairer Way to work, and aiming at 
the rectifying Men's Underſtandings, not the 
forming of a Party of Proſelytes, as if Truth 
was to be found by the Voices of the . giddy 
Multitude, and not by rational and convincing 580 
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Evidence; which made the ingenious Au- i 


terer to the Dean of London-derry profeſs, (a) 


© That he always believed, that they rather de- 
* ſigned to gain Proſelytes by confounding their 
* Heads, than by clear Reaſon and Intormation ;' 

their Deſign being, (5) © to make a Shew of 


« ſaying ſomewhat, ours to inſtru& our People.” 


I have had occaſion to be acquainted ' with ſe- 
veral of their Converts, and do profeſs, I could 


hardly ever meet with any who underſtood the 
Matters in Diſpute, but acknowledged, it was 
the Force of theſe general Arguments that pre- 


vailed on them to change. 5 
And this Way is not only followed by ſome 


among them, but the whole Clergy 7 c of 


France have propounded general Methods to 
be proſecuted to this End, and the Univerſity 


of (d) Lovaine have publiſhed theirs. 


Finding therefore, that all their Succeſs pro- 
ceeded from particular Artifices, I thought it my 
Duty to endeavour to prevent their doing any 


farther Miſchief, by laying them open to the 
World, that the unchriſtian Slights being diſ- 


covered, and their Force enervated, the Peo- 
ple may be upon their Guard, knowing what 
Dealing they are to expect from theſe bu- 


ſy Men, and not be ſo eaſily poſſeſſed with 


Prejudiccs, which they labour to inſtil into them,

XIYEEN the Miſionaries have a Deſign 


| on any particular Perſon, after Acquain- 
tance once got, they are very cautious not to 
begin to inſiſt cloſely upon any religious Sub- 


Jed, until, by their Induſtry and diligent Ob- 


ſervation, they have diſcovered the Diſpoſition 
and Inclination of their intended Proſelyte: This 
is one of the ſecret Rules found in the Col- 
lege of Jeſuits at Paderborn, That, in at- 
* tempting to gain young Men, to liſt them 
© ſelves in their (e) Order, they. endeavour to 
* pleaſe them with ſuch Diverſions as are beſt 
© ſuited to their Tempers, and: moſt apt to allure 


© them to be of that Society, where they meet 


© with what is ſo agreeable to their Inclinations.” 
It is indeed uſual with them to caſt out ſeve- 
ral looſe Words, either concerning the Holineſs 
and Certainty of their Faith, or the Uncertainty 
and Vanity of the Proteſtants, which they know 
are as ſo many latent Darts, which will pierce 
deeper when other Arguments come to drive

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of the Perſon lies, they cannot practiſe their 


ſeyeral Arts, which vary according as the Tem- 


pers differ of thoſe they deal with. 


Their Character of religious Men gives them 


always an Opportunity to diſcourſe, with a ſe- 
rious Look and grave Accent, of the great 
Things of Salvation, which they ſeldom or never 
omit to lay hold on, ſeeing ſuch Diſcourſes are 


very apt to make Impreſſions upon the Minds 
of thoſe who are devoutly inclined ; and, if 
the Perſon they deal with be ſuch an one, 
they are very proper and ſeaſonable to be uſed ' 
to him; and, on the other hand, if he be not, 


they can, put no ſtop to their Deſign, for, by 
their reiterated Pretences of Zeal for the Sal- 
vation of Souls, their frequent Inſtances of their 


Trouble to ſee ſo many led in Error, and ready 
to periſh, and their free Offering the utmoſt 
of their Service for ſo good a Work, with their 


_ earneſt and ſerious urging the great Danger a 
Proteſtant is in, they gain, even with the Looſe 
and Vicious a good Opinion of them, that they . 


are really in earneſt, and believe and defign 
what they pretend: And, there being ſcarce - 
ſuch a thing in the World a real ſpeculative 
Atheiſt, they know that all are deſirous of Hap- 
pineſs hereafter, though not willing to leave 
their Sins for it; therefore even with the worſt 
they get this Advantage, that, by their Lamen- 
tations and zealous Pretences, they are believed 
to have a Deſign only to lead them to Heaven; 
which Point gained, they know how to accom- 
modate their Doctrine even to thoſe, by offering 


them ſuch an eaſy Way to future Happineſs, 


that, diſtaſting the four Methods of 1

bs univerſal Holineſs, they will willingly go 
where they have hopes of gaining Heaven, and 


keeping their Sins too. 


By this Means being ſure to gain, by ſerious 
Diſcourſes, whoever they have to deal with, you 
will certainly meet with as heavenly and religious 


Expreſſions as can be invented; and, after they 


have enlarged upon the Worth of Souls, the Im- 
portance of the right Faith, and their own Inten- 
tions, being only to enlighten thoſe who are in the 


Darkneſs of Hereſy, which they will expreſs 


with the utmoſt of their Rhetoric, and ſet off 
with the moſt devout Looks, and earneſt Actions, 
they will vary their Expreſſions, to find out what 
is moſt taking ; ſometimes they will tell you, we 
require what God never commanded, by teaching 


thoſe Duties under Pain of Damnation, which 


are in themſelves not neceſſary, and the Omiſſion ; 


of them only venial Tranſgreſſions, which do not 
in themſelves deſerve Damnation; and that we 
call thoſe mortal Sins, affirming, that all Hare ab- 
ſolutely obliged to avoid them, which God never 


eſteemed as ſuch; and that we make the Caſe 
of Cbriſtians too hard, affirming, that there is no 
Difference between Counſels and Commands, 
whereby we bind every one to do thoſe Things, 
which none, according to them, except by a par- 
ticular Vow, are obliged to; that we affirm all 


our Duties to be ſo imperfect, that they are in 


themſelves Sins, thereby diſcouraging Chriſtians 


in their Performance of mem, and affronting the 8

Grace of God, as if he could not enable us to 
keep all his Commands perfectly; but there will 
ſtill be Imperfections in their Performances, which 


make work for daily Repentance ; ſo over-burthen- - 


ing the Conſciences of Chriſtians, where God 
- hath not done it. fe 

This, they know, will be greedily catched at 
by the Libertine, who is glad to hear of an eaſier 


Way to Heaven, than the Proteſtant Church ſhews 


to her Members; and, if the Perſon they addreſs 
to ſhould happen to be of a devout and ſevere 
Principle, they know how to make uſe of the 
fame Charge, to work their Ends; by complain- 


ing, that, whereas God hath. left ſome. Things 


only recommended by way of Counſel, we, by 
_ preaching them as Commands, take away all the 
Merit of thoſe: Performances, which is greater 
_ where Men are left free, than when they are o- 
bliged under Penalties; and that we do thereby 
. frighten Men from real Holineſs ; and, by ſuch 
a general Diſcourſe, which they can apply to all 
Tempers, they make their Way towards fixing 
a good Opinion of themſelves, in the Minds of 

Men, who are much taken, if they be inclined 
to Vice, with the Hopes of more Liberty, which 
is offered them under the Shew of Holineſs ; and, 
if ſerious, with the hopes of meriting, and attain- 
ing to a greater Degree of Glory, by their free 
uncommanded Obedience, than they could ex- 
pect from an Obedience yielded only to ſevere 
Commands; for the feeding of whoſe Humour

The glittering Gold in their Temples, and 


curious Images of Saints and Angels, the nume- 
rous and ſtately Altars, the 5 9c Silver Sta- 


tues, the rich and glorious Veſtments you ſee 


up and down their Churches, ſtrike the Senſes 


into a kind of Extacy ; which they are ſo. ſen- 
ſible of, that with all their Rhetoric they en. 
large upon this Subject, ſtriving to perſuade their 


intended Proſelytes to ſee with what Magnificence 
the y perform their Worſhip ; thus when his Ma- 
jeſty of bleſſed Memory a) King Charles I. be-

Defence, and therefore it is no hard Taſk to o- 


verthrow unwarrantable Poſitions; which ſhould 
make thoſe who deal with them ufe more care ; 
For if they ſhould be able to defend their O-
